COLLEGE SCHOOL, VICTORIA. 



Tho Council, of the College School 
having met to coiiskler the prcsoiit po.si- 
tiou of tho liuliiiitiou, coiisuqiiont upon 
tho dostruotiou of the School House by 
firo on thu morning of tho 17th iuai., 
vontm-e to submit the follow.ingstateniBnt 
to the general public : 

Thu (JoUogo fSchool has, for the Itvqfc 22 
years, been tloing ii luoBt important nud 
uaoful work in the ctlucatioii and training 
of boys. It has experienced tho ordinary 
lluctuations to which all Schools without 
endowment are necessarily liable, but 
happily has stirvived them, and to all ap- 
peartinccfl wa.s entering upon a now period 
uf ,U8ofulni«9 and piuspority. Tho cx- 
pectiUion thus formed was for tho ino- 
ment dispelled by the lire which iloprive<l 
the iSohool of lis long-establi-slied local 
habiiulioii oil Cliurrh Hill. This dis- 
aster, uiiforttiiiatr as il midoiibtedly is, 
may hnwevcr iirtivn a tiirniiig point in 
tlie history of thu School, and tend oven- 
Lually to itii lo-fowndoiion on a wider 
basis, with a greater reach in tlie way of 
acceptabiliiy and of iiHofiiliic.'vi lii the 
rroviiieo at latgo. 

Two ipieslions I'luiio prniniiiontly be- 
fore tlio Ciiiiiicil ill Iheir deliberiilions: 

I. Tim ili-.sii'iiliilily of enlarging the 
present iSchotil foumlation l>y the eslali- 
iishmont of aSt^jiior or UoJlcge Depart 
inont, tor tliD higher oduu.ation i:f youth, 
and pri'p:ti':iliiiii lor the learned I'rofes- 
.sioiia:— a Cli;irtei' nf Jncorporarion to he 
in time secured for the College, with a 
j view Ul 1 ililaiiiiiig tile usual degrees, and 
(lltimtitu atliliatioii to tlk Prnviiieial I'ni- 
vevsily, ivliisn siieh L iiiversity shall have 
boon Mtablished. 

, 2. Tho extoiisiou of tho present 
•Seiiool into a large I'.i.arding .School, 
wliich may draw its Ijoy.s not only from 
the iHlaiid and Mainland jmrtion^ of our 
Province, but from lliu adjacent Aniori- 
j can Suates. 

i In considering these twt* question.s tho 
i OodiK-il were imammotm in advising both. 
I Tlioy feel that thu'.clainis of higher ndu- 
catinn in a oomrflltnifi' Sneli as ours, are 
now iidvanced cuougli to call fur fuller 
development and eiilargi'd opportiinitie.i. 
They are also of opinion that oveit' on 
material grouiulM, the estalilislimcnt nf a 
good lioarding Scliool fur lioys niii.it bo 
an object whicli .all would Juivn an inter- 
est in aiiliiig and furtiioriiig, as being 
beneficial in maiiy ways to the coinniu- 
iiity genertdly. 

As a loral D.iy School, the Cidlcgo 
School would, as in pruvious ycajfS, con- 
tinue to supply an acknowlctlgcd want, 
but as a Hoarding .Sciioo! its influence 
and iidvanlagcs, iliioct and indirect, 
would be felt luoie e.\tiiiisively in our 
midst. American feeling i:s sulliciently 
in favoi- ot Kngli.'^li training for their 
chihbon to justify the o.xpectatioii 
that a considembhi number of boys 
might 1)0 drawn from tho United States 
to such an Institution, and tho well- 
known heaithiue.ss ami beautiful sur- 
roundings of ^'ictoria, wheio tho School 
has been in oiieratioii for .so many years, 
woulil undoubtedly attract temporary in- 
habitants ilusirouK of iivailiug thetiiscl ve.s 
of the cdueatioiiUl ndvaiitagcfl thus of- 
fered, .^t the same time it is hoped that 
such a .School elliciently comlucted and 
adniinisteieil would cnalile it to retain, 
as pupils, lioys of i.ur mvii Province, 
whose parents iuive been compelled to 
send thoin ol.uewlieri: for I'diicatioual bene- 
fits which the OoUogo .School wotikl then 
be in a po.sition to supply. 

While the Institution tliii.-i proponed 
would be necessarily in connection with 
tho Ohiirch of England, the Council are 
able to point conlideutly to the boys who 
havo passed through tlio ' Sulxool 'dur- 
ing the last 22 yearsj many, nf wliom were 
not Church of England boys, in proof 
that; in the future, a.i in the past, tho coii- 
sciontioua scruples :of all will be re- 
spected. 

; The Council have thoroforo no licsitA- 
itioii in appealing for tho sympathy and 
«id of tho il'ublio in furtherance of the 
two special objects iit wliich tlioy aim, 
yiz., the ilevelopmont of higher (Univer- 
sity) education, and tho establishment <if 
«:', Provincial Boarding .Schcol, fully 
equipped! in respect of building.s and ap- 
purtonancos as may befit what it istriisted 
will be thd- great . English Public School 
of the Pacific Gt^t. fSimilar Institutions 
havo ftlrondy.boon foniuicd and ^nro buc- 
cessfully maintained in tho other Pro- 
vinces of the Dominion, and havo com- 
manded general iutercHt and aupport. 

Tlio Council woulil (urtjiiti; laentteft tliat they have 
a imcl9U!i of (1)0 ptoiKwe PillHIng Fund the nuni 
ilOOO'iInstiranoo on 'llie latii S'chool House; the 
inoin y value ot Threei'I'own Lots, (orinlntr Oie old site 
on Cliuieh Hill; a flesh and admirable eite of oeven 
aci-.'B for'tlie Colletre .\iiil .School to.qi'jtber. oh Church 
propi'rty on the Nortli-Western slopo of Itwieon Hill; 
the I ertain help of the Veil. Society lur Proiuotlns;

(rb-ii.ls of 1!p1|-|ih13 Ediicatlo'n In Ennland. They
